WASHINGTON. June 25—Con­ 
gress today rushed action on com­ 
promise 
price 
legislation 
which 
would extend OPA a full year and } 
retain price controls

p o u ltry and dairy products. 
Senate house 
conferees 
com­ 
pleted w riting the bill shortly be­ 
fore lis t midnight. The house was 
expected to vote on the conference 
report today. The senate planned 
to act im m ediately afterwards. 
Congressional leaders expected 
quick passage to get the bill to 
tho White House well before the 
present price act expires at m id­ 
night Sunday. Stabilization offi­ 
c ia ls found the compromise plan 
unsatisfactory, but the chances of 
a presidential veto were uncertain. 
Senate Democratic Leader Alben 
W. Barkley. Ky., will recommend 
senate approval of the bill.

Blandy said, “w'e would use 
force to see that they did not in­ 
terfere. We would escort them out 
fotcihly if necessary."

Mayor Ben H. Gordon urged Cir­ 
cleville residents. Tuesday, to par­ 
ticipate in National Home Food 
Preservation Week which is to be 
observed July 15 to 22. This action 
was taken, he said, in cooperation 
with the national garden program 
of the U. S. Department of Agri­ 
culture. 
"National Home Food Preserva­ 
tion Week, which will also be 
known as Home Canning Week,” 
Mayor Gordon said, "will focus at­ 
tention on the necessity for home 
canning and preservation of food 
supplies for the coming winter 
months at a time when fool sup­ 
plies are badly needed throughout 
the world. It will serve as the be­ 
ginning of intensive food preserva­ 
tion i fforts throughout the Sum­ 
mer and Autumn months. 
“Home food preservation 
not 
only will 
increase 
supplies 
for 
.American families but it also will 
help increase those foods that are 
particularly adapted for shipment 
to the famine areas abroad. 
"During the war years Victory 
Gardens proudced 8,000.000 tons of 
food annually and housewives pre­ 
served three and a quarter billion 
quarts of fruits and vegetables 
yearly during the same period. In 
view of the world-wide food short­ 
age the need for repeating and 
even exceeding thes* accomplish­ 
ments is greater now than it was 
then. 
"Record crops of home grown 
and commercially produced veg­ 
etables and fruits are available. 
Everyone is urged to take advan­ 
tage of these supplies. Peaches, 
especially, are plentiful through­ 
out the nation and are easily adapt­ 
ed for ‘putting UP* ”•

Commenting on the need for 
every type of home food preserva­ 
tion by homemakers. Mayor Gor­ 
don said: 
"The war years are behind. In 
front of us is the task of re-tool­ 
ing for peace. A successful gar­ 
den program this year will make 
the job of reconversion easier and 
will expedite the return to full 
peacetime economy. Some fam­ 
ilies will live out of their gardens 
almost 12 months a year by can­ 
ning and preserving what they 
don't eat fresh. Others will be con­ 
tent with fresh vegetables in sea­ 
son. Still others will merely grow 
a few extras in their gardens to 
supplement what they buy. They 
will all help keep the cost of liv­ 
ing down not only for themselves 
but also for those who cannot 
grow their own and must depend 
upon commercial supplies. 
"Anything that adds to the sup­ 
ply of food helps keep consumer 
prices down. Anything that reduces 
the demand for food also helps keep 
consumer prices down. A garden 
program will do both. And to any­ 
one who may be worried that 
there may not be a demand for 
all that the farmers will produce 
this year I think we can say that 
it looks like the world will need 
every pound of food we can pro­ 
duce—and then some.”

DIET AND HEALTH 


Appetite Not Trustworthy 


Br HERMAN N BUNDESEN, NJ). 


A PPETITE is like conscience. 
It can be abused to the point where 
it is no longer a trustworthy guide. 
Undoubtedly, hunger in general 
and desire for specific foods in 
particular was implanted in man 
to regulate his eating. Originally, 
it probably served the purpose 
well and perhaps even engendered 
a craving for certain essential 
foods if they were lacking from 
the diet too long. 
Today, because of the artificial 
conditions under which we live, 
the value of appetite as the sole 
guide to a balanced diet is more 
doubtful. Some sedentary or in­ 
active workers habitually over-eat 
simply because they have accus­ 
tomed 
the 
stomach 
to 
large 
amounts of food. They have made 
habit instead of appetite their 
guide. 
Whimsical Diet 
Others substitute taste-appeal 
and follow a whimsical dietetic 
course which omits many impor­ 
tant nutritive elements merely be­ 
cause of a self-fostered aversion 
to the foods which contain them. 
Then, too, many foods today are 
robbed of their essential minerals 
and vitamins by excessive pro­ 
cessing. Others lose in value be­ 
cause they must be shipped long 
distances. 
Nevertheless, some doctors be­ 
lieve that for ‘ he majority of 
healthy people appetite is still a 
sufficient guide to a well-balanced 
diet. In some instances this plan 
probably does work out all right, 
particularly where a wide variety 
of foods is eaten and care is taken 
to include those which have not 
been over-refined. 
For example, if whole grains aaa 
employed in liberal amounts in­ 
stead of the more highly refined 
flours, many minerals aa well aa 
the B-complex vitamins are ob­ 
tained. 
But, according to Dr. Frederick 
J. Stare of Boston, surveys have 


been conducted on large groups 
of persona in various parts of the 
United States, and it has been 
found that a large percentage of 
the people were consuming one or 
several nutrients, such as vitamins 
and minerals, in amounts less than 
those advised. 
However, seldom was evidence 
found that these persons were not 
in good health. On the other hand, 
the mere fact that they showed no 
signs of actual sickness does not 
mean that they may not have been 
suffering from a food deficiency 
which would show up later on. It 
is true that certain primitive per­ 
sons live on a very limited diet 
with fruits, vegetables, milk and 
butter, and with whole grains and 
meats only on occasions. 
Yet some of these people seem 
to have good physiques and main­ 
tain their virility throughout a 
long and vigorous life, which 
means that they are getting all 
the essential foods. 
Some studies were made on Eng­ 
lish school boys over a four-year 
period which showed clearly the 
value of adding extra milk to their 
diets. These boys, taking a pint of 
milk a day, made an average gain 
of seven pounds per year as com­ 
pared with four pounds per year 
for* those who did not get the 
extra milk. There was also an im­ 
provement in general fitness, and 
the boys receiving the extra milk 
had fewer colds and illnesses. 
Still other studies on women and 
their infants showed that the ma­ 
jority of infants born with defects 
were born to mothers whose diets 
during pregnancy were not ade­ 
quate. 
Thua, it would seem fsr better 
to plsn carefully your diet than 
to rely on appetite alone as a 
guide to what you eat. The diet 
should contain fruits, vegetables, 
whole-grain cereals, meat, milk 
and eggs, fortified margarine or 
butter and some special prepara­ 
tion to supply vitamin D,

• WASHINGTON-—Supreme court Insiders do not look for either 
Justice 
Hugo L 
Black or Justice Robert Jackson to resign as a 
result of their quarrel. 
While they note that the Jackson-Biack controversy is the worst 
and most open fight that has taken place on the court, the insiders 
point out that the quarrel is not unprecedented. In fact, it appears 
that there always have been clashes of opinion and personalities. 
Indicative of the usual difficulties the high 
bench encounters is a 50-year-old rule of the 
court. It states that when the justices gather In 
the robing room each morning before taking the 
bench each shakes hands with the others. 
The rule was established at a time 
when 
tempers had arisen and all the Justices were at 
sword points. Insiders say that this practice of 
shaking hands has worked out well in healing 
court quarrels. , 
The Jackson-Blaqii fight is regarded as a clash 
primarily of personalities. 
The controversy has intensified so much that 
it is regarded as a major factor in prompting 
genial Justice Owen J. Roberts to leave the 
bench. Roberts for a while was able to remain 
friendly with both factions.

That means the House-Senate conferees will scarcely be able to 
write a bill satisfactory to Mr. Truman, although it is obvious that 
Democratic leaders are pinning their last hopes on the conference 
committee. The conferees must keep pretty much within the limits 
of the bills approved by the two houses of Congress. 
If a bill similar to either the House or Senate versions Is drafted 
in conference, the president will be under pressure from his eco­ 
nomic aides to veto it. But if he should veto the bill, would Congress 
pass a resolution continuing the existing price control law un­ 
changed? That is very doubtful. A veto might mean no legislation 
at all and no legislation would mean price controls expire on 
June 30. 
Therefore the scales would seem to be In favor of his approving 
the conference committee bill. 
But it probably will be a close 
decision.

SPINACH does not grow well 
In hot weather. Jt becomes tough 
and in July and August forms 
flower stalka and goe» to seed 
quickly. 
For this reason, wise gardeners 
plant the so-called New Zealand 
spinach often in addition to regu­ 
lar spinach. 
New Zealand spinach ta not a 
true spinach but la a very satis­ 
factory substitute. It thrives in 
warm weather and will not be­ 
neme tough at any time. 
One can have a continuous sup­ 
ply o f summer greens from New 
Zealand spinach if one harvests 
just the tips and succulent leaves, 
aa illustrated in the accompany­ 
ing Garden-Graph. 
lf only four or Ave inches are 
removed from the tips of the 


leaves as fast as they develop, 
new growth will continue to ap­ 
pear throughout the season. 
New Zealand spinach 
has a 
more open 
growth 
than 
plain 
spinach. For this reason it does 
not collect as much sand or dirt 
and thus it is easier to clean. 
Plant the seed of New Zealand 
spinach one inch deep in rows 
three feet apart, and thin the 
plants to stand at least 18 inches 
apart in the rows. Since it is a 
“cut and come again” vegetable, 
one row of the plants is usually 
enough for a small family. 
The seeds are cx’d-shaped and 
rough 
looking, 
aa 
illustrated. 
They arc as hard as little stones, 
which they resemble, and because 
they germinate s l o w l y t h e y 
should be soaked in warm water 
for several hours before planting.

MAY GET RIPE 


Fast-Growing 
Hybrids 
May 
Make Crop; Soybeans And 


Sweet Corn Suggested

County Agriculture Agent 
Some individuals and newspaper 
reporters 
have 
indicated 
that 
floods have ruined the crops on the 
Scioto River bottoms and that it 
la too late to replant field corn. In 
other words they say, “It s a lost 
cause!'’ 
I do not feel it’s a lost cause at 
all. for with just average condi­ 
tions for the remainder of the sea­ 
son. early maturing com hybrid* 
can still produce a fair crop in 
Pickaway county. 
The following com hybrids can 
be planted in the river bottoms up 
to the second week in July with 
reasonable chances' for success: 
Ohio M 24; Ohio M 20; Ohio K 24; 
Ohio K 35; Ohio W 36; Ohio W IO 
and Iowa 939. The M and K hy­ 
brids are to be preferred as they 
are earliest, but seed may be 
scarce. 
Soybeans are perhaps the next 
heft crop if com is not planted. 
Richland is probably first Choice, 
with Lincoln second choice, pro­ 
viding they are gotten in by the 
first week of July. 
It will be more satisfactory to 
put the beans in rows and culti­ 
vate like corn for weed control. 
Seed 30 to 50 pounds per acre in 
26 to 36 inch rows. 
Several acres can well be put to 
sweet com and lima beans, con­ 
tact local canneries relative to 
seed and market. * 
For quick procurement of hy­ 
brid com and soybeans, contact 
the State Farm Bureau (Roland 
Luper); The Meyers Hybrid Com

Local producers and elevators may 
have a supply, but these are all 
large distributors. 
Buckwheat is another possible 
crop. but is not considered a prof­ 
itable crop in this area. Seed 3 to 
4 pecks per acre from July 15 to 
25. 
Possible seed source: J. McCoul- 
lough Seed Co., Cincinnati, Ohio. 
In the event field corn does not 
mature so it will keep in the crib, 
it can be picked with a picker or 
snapped by hand and run through 
an ensilage cutter into a perma­ 
nent or temporary silo, for live­ 
stock feeding this Winter.
